First—All the days of Lent, Sunday 
excepted, are fast daj s of obligation, 
on which but one fall meal is allowed. 
Second—The nae of flesh m eat is al­ 
lowed. by apostolic dispensation,a t the 
principal meal only, on all days except 
Wednesdays and 'F ridays, and also 
Saturday of the second or Em ber week 
and cf Holy week. 
(Those who are 
exempt from fasting may more khan 
once partake of flesh m e*! on days not 
enjoining abstinence ) 
Third—The use of eggs, b u tte r/ 
milk, and cheese is by custom allowed 
thronghout Lent, and also the use of 
lard instead of b atter for cooking. 
Fourth— Fish and flesh meat are not 
permitted at the same meal. 
F ifth —A collation or repast may be 
taken in the evening, but it ought not 
exceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal; and a cup of coffee or tea with 
little milk and a small slice of bread 
may be taken in the morning by tbose 
who need it. 
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Jewish Rabbi Claims All Existing Creeds 
Are Deficient. 
Milwaukee, Feb. 21—Quite a sensa­ 
tion was created in the congregation 
B’nai Jashnrum on Saturday, by the 
radical utterances of 
Rabbi Joseph 
Leiser, of Springfield. 111. He declared 
th a t in his opinion religion as expound­ 
ed by the Jewish, Christian, Hindoo 
and Mohammedan systems, was not 
suited to the spirit of 
the present 
time,and was wrong in the elem entary 
principles. Jndiaism of today, he said, 
should recognize Christ ae the great 
reformer, and expressed the hops th at 
all Jew s would realize this feet, and 
embrace the new religion.

rabbis of old had accomplished noth 
tag in the way of uplifting ‘mankind, 
exoept to leave a few Talmndie books 
and w ritings.

The crisis of this 
hatred came a t last. 
They met in 
front of the postoffice Saturday noon, 
June 12, 1897. 
A few moments later 
a crowd which bad been watching the 
two men talk ng in an excited manuer 
saw a revolver in Hedley’s hand. 
He 
fired once, b at missed. 
The sec sad 
shot tore through Richardson's Im gs 
and he fell mortally wounded. Eminent 
surgeons were brought from St. Louis 
on special trains, b at nothing could 
be done for the dying man. 
Hedley was immediately placed nu­ 
der arrest, and to prevent anticipated 
mob violence he was taken to Carlin­ 
ville.

AR must, as a his orders and had obeyed orders to the 
matter of course, letter and saved Pope’s army. 
McClellan’s removal and Burnside’s 
appointment, coming in the way they 
did, caused bitter feeling in all ranks, 
but Burnside himself had protested 
against his own appointment and acted 
so chivalrously throughout that while 


engender 
many 
bitter 
personal 
quarrels, for hu­ 
man nature is the 
same everywhere. 
Considerations of 
patriotism, disci­ 
pline and even 
charity 
conceal 
their most aggra­ 
vated featuresun- 
til the danger of 
harm is over. The 
A rn es - C u r t i s 
quarrel, which nearly led to a personal 
collision 32 years after the battle of 
Fort Fisher, was not simply a misun­ 
derstanding over history as some one 
else wrote it. The seeds w ere laid be­ 
fore the battle of Fort Fisher, and any 
affair in which the two actors in the 
quarrel were conspicuous would have 
led to trouble. 
It is doubtful whether Generals Long- 
street and 
Stonewall Jackson would 
have served longer in the same army 
had Jackson lived. Longstreet had been 
detached before Chancel lorsville. 
He 
said that he saved Jackson from de­ 
struction at Second Bull Run and got 
no thanks for it and that it was more 
than Jackson had done for him in a 
similar crisis. He thought Jackson’s 
Harper’s Ferry affair a sort of fool busi­ 
ness and that his reputation was built 
up by newspaper booming. There would 
not long have been room in the same 
army for men so opposite in temper and 
methods. And there is a mystery still 
over the changes in Lee’s corps com­ 
manders after the battle of the Wilder­ 
ness. Longstreet and A. P. Hill never 
seemed to occupy the same relative posi­ 
tion that they had before, while Jubal 
Early 
and 
Ewell were given every 
chance. History tells how they used 
their opportunities. 
A strain of bad blood lingering be­ 
tween generals is fatal to the effective­ 
ness of the army, and while violence, 
especially in the form of assassination, 
is deplorable, a cause is served by such 
sudden outbreaks as that between Gen­ 
eral William Nelson and Jeff C. Davis 
during 
the Confederate invasion of 
Kentucky in 1862. Nelson had been 
sent into Kentucky to organize Federal 
forces for the defense of the state, to 
foster Union sentiment, and, in fact, to 
do anything and everything to save 
Kentucky. Davis reported to him for 
duty and was assigned to the defense of 
Louisville. To Nelson’s mind Davis was 
not as active as he might have been. On 
calling him to account be was met with 
a spirit of insubordination, and Davis 
was ordered to l$ave the city. About 
that time there was a change in the 
commander of the department which 
enabled Davis to return to Louisville 
with sanction higher than Nelson’s. 
Sustained by several personal friends, 
among them a western governor, Davis 
sought Nelson, and, meeting him in 
the Galt House, forced a quarrel, which 
Nelson tried to avoid. When blood was 
up on both sides, a partisan of Davis 
handed him a pistol, with which he 
shot Nelson fatally. Davis was never 
tried and served faithfully to the end 
of the war. 
It is ^isy to see how incalculable in­ 
jury might result from personal quarrels 
between generals. It is not human na­ 
ture to believe that Davis would have 
worked heart and soul to give Nelson a 
victory after that first tilt. Honorable 
men boldly state their differences and 
are separated in command, so that the 
service will not be the loser. It was a 
common thing to make changes of com­ 
mand on both sides during the war in 
order to avoid evil results from personal 
feeling. Hooker in the northern army 
and Bragg in the southern were marked 
men in respect to the confidence and de­ 
votion of their subordinates. Neither 
had the confidence of his army, and it 
was marvelous that the feeling did not 
end in open rupture in each case. 
In one instance in the Confederate 
army in the west a war quarrel was set­ 
tled by an appeal to the code, surely a 
more manly way than the one adopted 
by General Jeff C. Davis in the affair 
with Nelson. This quarrel grew out of 
a battle. In the defense of Little Rock 
in 1863 the Confederate cavalry was led 
by General Lucius M. Walker, under 
whom General J. S. Marmaduke com 
manded a division. After the battle 
Marmaduke asked that his division be 
attached to another corps. Walker took 
offense and said Marmaduke^ request 
must be explained, for it cast an impu 
tation upon his (Walker’s) courage. 
Marmaduke responded that he had never 
accused Walker of cowardice, but that 
he "would not longer serve under him. 
When Walker found that Marmaduke 
not only would not explain but aggra 
vated the original offense, he sent him 
a challenge and the pair met at 6 o’clock 
on the morning of Sept. 6, at a farm 
near Little Rock. The weapons were 
colt’s navy revolvers, with a load in 
every barrel. Taking position 15 paces 
apart, the duelists prepared to shoot 
until disabled or satisfied, with those 
terribly murderous weapons. Two shots 
were fired simultaneously without effect. 
At the second fire Walker fell mortally 
wounded and died next day. 
During the Revolution there were sev­ 
eral military duels, but the causes were 
of a strictly personal nature. Disputes 
were taken up vicariously, as that of 
Charles Lee and Washington by the 
gallant Laurens. If the same course 
had been in vogue during the civil war. 
there would have been duels by the 
score. 
There were many hot words 
spoken in the army over the McClellan, 
Pope. Burnside and Hooker episodes, 
but never an open rupture. 
It was 
I 
charged that Fitz John Porter virtually 
I 
turned traitor rather than sustain Pope 
I 
at the Second Bull Run, but impartial 
investigation proved that he had actual- 
I

the other generals had no confidence in 
him as the successor of McClellan they 
sustained him most loyally when -it 
came to battle. General Franklin, who 
commanded the left wing of the Army 
of the Potomac at the battle of Fred­ 
ericksburg, was made a scapegoat for 
the horrible disaster to the army on 
that field, but Burnside bad said to him 
after the battle, “ Franklin, you held 
up my hands that day.’’ 
All the troops and the generals ad­ 
mired Burnside and felt for him in hi, 
situation, but when be was succeeded 
by Joe Hooker patience aud sentiment 
had been exhausted. The act seemed a 
direct slap in the face. Fortunately be­ 
fore that came some of the leading gen­ 
erals had been relieved, among them 
Franklin. Franklin has made no secret 
of the fact that he would never have 
served under Hooker. 
Had he been 
forced to say so as bluntly as Marma­ 
duke did of Walker the quarrel would 
not have been confined to Franklin and 
Hooker. 
After Chancellorsville the command­ 
ers were not chary about letting Hooker 
and the administration know their 
views of Hooker. General Couch, the 
commander of the Second corps, a very 
able soldier and splendid man, was nat­ 
urally the representative of the protest­ 
ing leaders. He said boldly that he 
would no longer serve nuder Hooker, 
and Hooker, instead of taking umbrage, 
begged him to remain in the army. He 
then stated that he would serve under 
Meade, who was his inferior in rank, 
but this was not until the command had 
been offered to himself and firmly re­ 
fused. 
Between Sickles and Meade there was 
eternal war, so to speak, and it is no 
wonder that they came to two ways of 
thinking in the crisis at Gettysburg. 
Meade said to Sickles when he reported 
the enemy as active on the front, “ Oh, 
yon volunteers are always looking for 
attack!’’ 
Sickles looked upon Meade as a 
military pedagogue whose true place 
was in a cloister teaching milksops the 
theories of war. Perhaps the country 
lost nothing and risked 
little when 
these two generals had its destinies in 
their hands, but who shall say? Meade 
and Slocnm, commander of the right 
wing at Gettysburg, also had a misun­ 
derstanding on that field, and Meade 
was compelled or constrained to make 
amends officially for statements in hie 
first reports. Slocnm was transferred to 
the west after Gettysburg, and Sickles 
also left the Army of the Potomac. But 
Meade’s quarrels with subordinates did 
not end. He removed General Double- 
day from command on the field at Get­ 
tysburg. Soon after the army started on 
its campaign toward Richmond in 1864 
Meade stirred up the Irish in Phil Sher­ 
idan, a newcomer from the west, and 
thereafter these two were two, not one, 
as commander and lieutenant should be. 
Sheridan took his orders from Grant 
after Meade set him to the task of wag-

on guards with his splendid 10,000 f 
fighting horsemen. Burnside and Meade 
were always at variance and the gal­ 
lant leader of the Ninth corps was final­ 
ly driven from the army by the conduct 
of its irascible commander. 
Hancock was about the only great 
soldier in the east that Meade did not 
quarrel with. But the “ Superb” was a 
man of the mold that wins the trust 
and respect of every one, aud besides it 
was a saying among his men that his 
hand was always on the butt of his re­ 
volver, no matter who he was treating 
with. 
The last great quarrel in the Army of 
the Potomac was between Sheridan and 
General G. K. Warren, commander of 
the Fifth army corps. 
When this sad 
misunderstanding occurred, Sheridan 
was in command of the forces sent out 
by Grant to turn Lee’s flank at Peters­ 
burg. Warren was there with his Fifth 
corps. Next to Hancock, Warren was 
the favorite with the old troops of the 
Army of the Potomac. He had been 
with that army from the beginning as 
a regimental, brigade, division and 
corps leader. He was the savior of Lit­ 
tle Round Top at Gettysburg and had 
headed in person some of the most bril­ 
liant charges of the campaign to Rich­ 
mond, a place the generals, as a rule, 
did not rush into. At Five Forks War­ 
ren held the post of honor with his di­ 
vision, charged the Confederate line 
and turned it, giving Sheridan’s cavalry 
little to do but to ride over deserted in- 
trenchments. But Sheridan ended the 
day by peremptorily removing him 
from the corps he had led so gallantly 
during the days of blood from the Wil­ 
derness onward aud with which he had 
won the final victory. The injustice 
killed Warren. 
A court of inquiry 
cleared him of all taint in the matter— 
in fact, crowned him as the hero of the 
day. But Sheridan refused to recall his 
act. He had done it and it must stand. 
Right or wrong he had the power aud 
use it he would and did to crush a fel­ 
low soldier of longer and more signal 
battle service that he himself could 
boast 
George L. Kilmer. 


Career of Judge McComu, the Senator 
Elect From Maryland. 
Judge Louis Emory McComas, who 
has been elected United States senator 
from Maryland to succeed Senator Gor­ 
man, has been for years a prominent 
Republican. In 1892, before he was ele­ 
vated to the bench of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia, he served 
as secretary of the Republican national 
committee, and his appointment was in 
a certain sense a reward for his services 
in behalf of President Harrison, who 
had long been his personal friend.

it is an unfortunate fact, yet a fact 
lone the less, that a large proportion of 
mankind are what is termed color 
blind and a still larger proportion do 
not understand color. That is, they may 
be able to distinguish one color from 
another, bot they are entirely ignorant 
of the art of arranging and adapting 
the various tones in order to get a de­ 
sired effect. To a certain extent this can 
be learned by constant association with 
colors, very careful observation and a 
little experimenting with them. 
Before deciding upon any particular 
scheme of color for a room it is wise to 
consider the surroundings and their 
.style, as, for instance, heavy oak furni­ 
ture must not have a background of 
weak coloring, while lightly made de- 
signs, such as Sheraton and the various 
French styles, would look absurd among 
heavy shades. Appropriateness must 
ever be the keynote. In the hall, which 
often has to rely principally upon the 
coloring, the warm tones of red, golden 
brown, dark bine and copper are all 
very suitable, being what is called good 
furnishing colors, and these again look 
well in the dining room, where green 
and plum color may also be added to 
their number. Terra cotta is also a good 
color, as it stands well in addition to 
being both warm looking and bright. 
The library requires subdued color­ 
ing, but not so much so as to be gloomy. 
Brown, gold, royal blue and sage green 
are all appropriate, and, again, cedar 
wood color can be used with most satis­ 
factory result. 
In the drawing room the lighter and 
more delicate tones of coloring can be 
introduced, and greater variety is per­ 
missible, although as a general rule it 
iS preferable to keep to the different 
shades of one color rather than use con­ 
trasts, as the harmony is more restful 
:o the eye. Bose color, pink, yellow, 
Tale green and blue can be used effect­ 
ively and certain shades of sage green if 
the room has a sunny aspect, but too 
much green is liable to be depressing 
and should always be relieved by a 
touch of brighter color. 
For bedrooms the colors must be 
cheerful, such as cream, yellow, pink, 
blue and fawn, and all colors should be 
seen by artificial light as well as by 
sunlight before being finally decided 
upon, the difference in their effect be­ 
ing hardly credible. Some of them very 
readily catch reflections and have a to­ 
tally different effect from the one in­ 
tended, and all these things are to be 
considered in the manipulation of col­ 
ors.

Valentine Cake. 
The ingredients required are 2 pounds 
of butter, 2 pounds of flour, a pound 
of castor sugar, half a pound of sweet 
almonds, the same quantity of dried 
cherries and candied citron, the yolks 
of 6 eggs and the whites of 8 and a 
little orange flower water. 
Beat the 
butter to a cream, sifting in the castor 
sugar, add then the yolks of the eggs 
thoroughly beaten with the orange 
flower water, dredge in half the flour, 
then put in the cherries, each cut in 
half, together with the citron and alm­ 
onds finely chopped. 
Beat up the 
whites of the eggs to a very stiff froth 
and add to the mixture, dredge in the 
rest of the flour and beat well for 15 
minutes. 
Then procure a heart shaped 
mold, grease and line also with thick 
buttered paper, pour in the cake mix­ 
ture and bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour and a half. 
When done, allow to 
stand for 30 minutes, placing it upon a 
sieve, and when quite cold ice the top 
thickly with a good almond icing, with 
dried cherries set all round the edge. 
Let this set, aud then ornament the top 
■with small sugar Cupids and doves, 
which can be purchased at any good 
confectioner’s.

The year 1898 will go down in his­ 
tory as one noted for snow storms add 
blizzards. The oldest inhabitants Car­ 
not recall the time when such disturb­ 
ances came so thick and last. 
Of the 
three late blizzards th at have visited 
this section of the Btate none proved 
aa severe as the storm of Saturday and 
yesterday. 
Not only was the storm 
itself severe.but the length of time it 
prevailed was most prolonged and for 
tw enty-four hours there was no let up 
to its fury. 
On Saturday the fun 
started, and although the amount of 
snow fall was not noteworthy the 
strong winds from the north made the 
day os well as night most disagreeable. 
A Storm y Sunday 
Sunday morning the inhabitants 
awoke to find a storm of large propor­ 
tions in progress. 
Throughout the 
entire morning, w hat proved to be one 
of the worst blizzirde cf the season 
raged a t a furious rate, blocking 
travel of 
all 
kinds 
and 
making 
walking 
almost 
impossible. 
The 
churches in the city were all poorly 
attended, and in the evening several 
abandoned services for the reason th at 
no one was there to participate in 
them.

odds. The Milwaukee passenger pullet 
into the local yards this morning 
forty-five minutes late, in spite of the 
fact th a t two engines were attached. ^rkhle speed. 
The Mineral Point passenger was tw o1 
hours behind regular time, while the 
Rockford passenger was but tw enty 
m inntes late.

A MAGIC SNUFFBOX. 
SCHEME TO BEAT CUPID. 


Somewhere in tho writings of the late 
Robert Louis Stevenson allusion is made 
to “ the quaint highland legend of the 
magic snuffbox. ” Stevenson never told 
the story in full, however, and it re­ 
mains to most people as tantalizing as 
that other untold legend, the tale of 
“ Old Grouse In the Gunroom,’’ in 
“ She Stoops to Conquer.’’ 
Now when the writer last went “ over 
the sea to Skye’’ he heard this very 
“ legend of the snuffbox,’’ told much as 
follows: 
In the old days there dwelt in one 
of the Hebridean islands a worthy man 
named Ian Dhu McGillaspick. 
The 
name of his little farm, which he held 
in rentage from the McDonald himself, 
was Carnmore-na-tubberbrandan — a 
good long name, you must admit, and 
signifying in the English tongue “ the 
big cairn of the well of St. Brandan.’’ 
One day Ian Dhu McGillaspick was 
going down to the shore to take his boat 
for a voyage to Oban, no less, when, 
chancing to pass by the well, he en­ 
countered a grave, gray haired gentle­ 
man, who saluted him with dignity 
and inquired his name. On being told 
of Ian’s identity the stranger said: 
“ In me you behold St. Brandan 
Pleased am I to observe the manner in 
which you have kept my well, and to 
show my gratitude I will grant you a 
boon. * * * I believe, Ian Dhu, that 
you like snuff?’’ 
Ian ’8 eyes glistened. Snuff was indeed 
a favorite luxury of his. Then the saint 
took from his girdle a handsome snuff­ 
box of oak, full to the top of fragrant, 
titillating mixture. 
“ Take this magic box, Ian,’’ said he. 
“ So long as you keep the lid hospitably 
open the box will remain filled to the 
brim no matter how’ many people take 
pinches out of it. But once close the lie 
inhospitably, and every grain of snuff 
shall disappear from within it.’’ 
With these words the saint laid the 
open box in Ian’s hands and vanished. 
Ian tried the snuff and found it excel­ 
lent. Overjoyed, he hastened down to 
the beach where his boat lay aud offeree 
his gift to the fishermen. One after an 
other they tested the snuff. But just as 
fast as one pinch was taken from the 
magic box another appeared in its place. j 
Thereafter Ian Dhu McGillaspick 
prospered and grew richer every day. 
Presently he was almost looked upon as 
a laird. Ian, quite properly, ascribed 
every bit of this remarkable good for­ 
tune to the snuffbox. Above all, you 
may feel assured that he never closed 
the lid of the box. 
It happened about this time that a 
new lord of the isles came to rule over 
the dominions of the McDonalds, and 
hearing of Ian Dhu’s rise in the world 
he determined to pay him a visit, as 
great chieftains did by way of honoring 
the better sort of their vassals and 
clansmen. 
Ian Dhu was there to welcome him, 
and in his outstretched hand, invitingly 
open, was St. Br and an’a snuffbox, still 
full to the brim. 
Unfortunately this lord of the isles 
had been brought up in France, in 
which country it was a matter of eti­ 
quette to pass the snuffbox closed to a 
superior. The chieftain was a haughty 
man, and, seeing what he believed to 
be an insult, he cried out fiercely to 
poor Ian Dhu: “ You rascal! Do you 
dare to affront me?’’

Brandan’s promise had been fulfilled— 
the closing of the magic snuffbox had 
caused the disappearance of the magic 
snuff. Then was the lord of the isles 
more wrath than ever, believing tha*; 
Ian Dhu had played some cunning trick. 
Ian Dhu was tied hand and foot out­ 
side his own door, without even a pinch 
of snuff to comfort him, while the lord 
of the isles and his following finished 
the feast he had prepared. 
But just as the unfortunate man had 
given up all hope who should appear 
before him but that very same St. Bran­ 
dan, who had given him the box. 
“ Never fear, Ian Dhu,’’ said the good 
saint. “ It was not your fault that the 
lid was closed.’’ 
Quickly he cut Ian’s bonds, removed 
his gag and bade him hasten before the 
lord of the isles once more. Into the 
presence of the chief Ian hurried and, 
throwing himself on his knees, mad*? 
known the entire story. 
At first the chief scoffed, but on in 
quiry, finding that the tales told abou* 
the snuffbox’s capacity were indeed 
marvelous, he began to believe. Feel­ 
ing full of remorse for having deprived 
Ian Dhu of his magic snuff, he resolved 
to make reparation. 
“ My friend,’’ he said to Ian, “ I will 
make a bargain with you. This snuff­ 
box is of no further use to you, but I 
should like to preserve it as a relic of 
the excellent St. Brandan. Give it to 
me, therefore, and in return I shall 
present to you free of rent forever all 
the lands which you now hold as my 
tenant. ” 
Ian Dhu gladly accepted this offer. 
With the grant of land he became laird, 
and his descendants to this very day 
dwell in peace and comfort at Cairn- 
more - na - tubberbraudan. — Pittsburg 
Leader.

Dr. Anderson of Yale says: “ Thoro 
Is no don bt in the minds of intelligent 
educators as to the great value of phys­ 
ical training. The movement on the 
part of our college faculties in permit­ 
ting time and money to be spent on the 
care of the body proves as much. The 
difficulty lies not in getting educators 
to agree as to the importance of sys­ 
tematic training, but in securing in­ 
structors. 
There is a constant call for 
energetic, wide awake college graduates 
to take charge of the gymnasiums in 
many of our institutions of learning. 
As soon as the colleges pay more atten­ 
tion to the teaching of gymnastics as a 
part of a graduate’s education we shall 
advance rapidly. Yale has already taken 
this step in organizing elective and 
physical education. A regular course is 
offered to the members of the junior 
and senior classes in the science of phys­ 
ical training. 
This course counts as 
two hours. Harvard is agitating the 
question. 
Oberlin, 
Cornell, 
Leland 
Stanford and several other universities 
already have courses. We hope the day 
is not far distant when the work done 
by the freshmen will count on their 
regular standing. Investigation and re­ 
search on th6 relation of mind to body 
show that the physical basis of mental 
activity is decidedly important and that 
a man can only do his best work when 
the body is kept in fine condition.” 


Kilpatrick the Runner.

famous American 
runner, who is now winning fresh 
laurels in Great Britain, recently de-
